Voto latino favorece a Hillary Clinton

Las elecciones primarias del “super- 
martes” han sido una muestra de poder del voto 
latino, que está en alza en todo el país y que fue 
un bloque clave para la demócrata Hillary Clin- 
ton y el republicano John McCain. Clinton y su 
rival, el Senador Barack Obama, reconocieron 
el valor de esa minoría e hicieron un esfuerzo 
especial por lleva; su mensaje a los latinos en 
los estados donde tienen mayor presencia. Sin 
embargo, Clinton se los llevó de calle, según 
los sondeos realizados por la cadena CNN a la 
salida de las urnas. 

En las primarias demócratas de California, 
casi un 70% de los latinos se decantaron por 
la ex primera dama, lo que le dio la victoria en 
ese estado, el más valioso por su alto número 
de delegados. Clinton recibió el 56% en Nuevo 
México y un 55% en Arizona, que son otros 
dos de los estados con mayor sabor latino. La 
razón, a juicio de Rodolfo de la Garza, Profesor 
de ciencias políticas de la Universidad de Co- 
lumbia, es la familiaridad que los latinos tienen 
con Clinton y su esposo. Otra explicación es 
que los hispanos no estarían dispuestos a votar 
por un afroamericano, una teoría expresada 
hace unas semanas por Sergio Bendixen, un 
encuestador que trabaja para Clinton, que 
levantó una polvareda de protestas. 

De lo que nadie duda es que en las elec- 
ciones primarias del 5 de febrero, en las que 
votaron 24 estados, los hispanos dieron una 
muestra de que han ganado influencia en la 


arena política estadounidense. En California 
“ha habido un aumento espectacular del 
número de latinos que se han registrado para 
votar desde las protestas masivas a favor de 
la reforma migratoria”, según Louis DeSipio, 
Profesor de la Universidad de California en 
Irvine. Esas manifestaciones no alcanzaron su 
objetivo, por lo que el destino de los 12 millo- 
nes de trabajadores clandestinos que residen en 
EE.UU. será un tema pendiente para el próximo 
habitante de la Casa Blanca. 

Sin embargo, las protestas sí lograron mo- 
vilizar a los hispanos y que muchos se tomen 
en serio el debate político. Eso se ha traducido 
en un salto en las solicitudes de ciudadanía y 
en el número de latinos que se han apuntado 
para votar, un paso necesario en EE.UU. para 
acudir a las urnas. 

En California, un 30% de los votantes 
demócratas fueron latinos y en el bando repu- 
blicano sumaron un 13%, según DeSipio. A 
nivel nacional, entre un 10.5 y un 11% de los 
votantes en las elecciones generales de noviem- 
bre serán hispanos, según Thomas Mann, un 
experto de la Institución Brookings. En 2004 
fueron el 8.5%. En todo caso, el “supermartes” 
ha demostrado que ningún candidato estadouni- 
dense se puede permitir el lujo de ignorarlo.

John McCain afronta su más dura realidad: 
el ala superconservadora del Partido Republi- 
cano que se reúne en Washington para analizar 


el futuro y que, sin duda, cree que el “candidato 
favorito” para aspirar a la Casa Blanca no es su- 
ficientemente conservador.Unos 6,000 republi- 
canos conservadores, agrupados en la llamada 
Conferencia Conservadora de Acción Política 
(CPAC), analizan en la capital de EE.UU. la 
situación del Partido y las políticas que pueden 
contribuir a reforzar sus planteamientos.

Los californianos aprueban nuevas iniciativas 


Sacramento (EFE) — Los 
californianos aprobaron durante 
el “supermartes” iniciativas que 
generarán millones de dólares para 
el presupuesto estatal, mientras 
rechazaron otra que hubiera cam- 
biado los periodos de los mandatos 
legislativos. Con una alta partici- 
pación, los votantes aprobaron las 
Proposiciones 94, 95, 96, y 97, 
las cuales confirman los pactos 
creados entre el Gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger y los casinos de 
cuatro tribus indígenas en el sur 
del estado. 

Las Proposiciones fueron apro- 
badas con un 56% del voto a favor y 
un 44 en contra, según información 
de la Secretaría del Estado. Según 
partidarios de las iniciativas, los 
pactos con estas tribus ayudarán a 


mejorar y estabilizar la situación 
económica de California. 

“Con este voto a favor, los 
votantes aprobaron pactos que 
continuarán apoyando a la tribus 
indígenas en nuestro estado, mien- 
tras que al mismo tiempo se tendrá 
más supervisión en cuanto a sus 
gastos, más estándares ambientales, 
y una mejor compensación para los 
gobiernos locales, clínicas, escuelas, 
y otros servicios vitales”, dijo Roger 
Salazar, portavoz de la Coalición 
para Proteger el Presupuesto y la 
Economía de California en un co- 
municado de prensa.

La medida que hubiera alterado 
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los mandatos legislativos en Califor- 
nia fue rechazada dejando el futuro 
del liderazgo en ambas cámaras de 
la Legislatura incierto por ahora. 

La Proposición 93 recibió el 
47% del voto a favor y 53% en 
contra, según la Secretaría del Es- 
tado, eliminando la posibilidad de 
que 42 legisladores, incluyendo los 
líderes de la Asamblea y el Senado, 
Fabián Núñez y Don Perata respec- 
tivamente, pudieran postularse para 
la re-elección en las elecciones del 
próximo mes de noviembre. Como 
era de esperarse, la Proposición 
91, relacionada con la protección 
de proyectos de transporte fue re- 
chazada por los votantes. Y es que 
la iniciativa fue abandonada aun 
incluso por sus partidarios. 

La medida, que recibió un 43% 
del voto a favor y un 57% en contra, 
hubiera evitado que se usaran fon- 
dos generados por el impuesto de 
la gasolina para paliar déficits pre- 
supuestarios. Los fondos generados 
por el impuesto de la gasolina deben 
ser usados para financiar proyectos 
de transporte a través del estado, 
sin embargo, en años anteriores, 
han sido usados para balancear el 
presupuesto estatal. 

Entretanto, la iniciativa que 
contemplaba reducir el precio de 
las matrículas en los 109 colegios 
comunitarios de California, y estabi- 
lizar un financiamiento fijo, también 
fue rechazada. 

La Proposición 92 recibió un 
43% a favor y 57% en contra. La 
misma hubiera reducido el precio 
de la matrícula escolar a 15 dólares 
por clase del actual precio de 20 
dólares. También hubiera protegido 
el financiamiento que reciben los 
colegios comunitarios, y evitado 
que el Legislativo aumente el pre- 
cio de la colegiatura o cuotas a los 
estudiantes. 

El Gobernador Schwarzene- 
gger, uno de los opositores de la 
iniciativa, dijo la semana pasada 
que la misma hubiera sido perjudi- 
cial para el estado, ya que hubiera 
automáticamente aumentado el 
gasto estatal.

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Washington (EFE) — The 
U.S. government proposed reform- 
ing the H-2A visa program for tem- 
porary agricultural workers so that 
employers can legally hire foreign 
labor more easily and quickly. The 
proposal was presented Wednesday 
at a press conference held by Labor 
Secretary Elaine Chao, Homeland 
Security chief Michael Chertoff 
and Deputy Agriculture Secretary 


The government calculates that 
between 50 percent and 70 percent 
of the country’s farm workers are 
undocumented immigrants, most of 
them from Mexico, suggesting that 
as many as 800,000 more people 
could be legally hired under the 
rule change. 

Chertoff said that the agricul- 
tural sector had been asking for 
changes in the H-2A visa program

The overhaul of the regulations 
governing the H-2A program is 
designed so that more agricultural 
employers can legally hire their 
workers.The problem with the cur- 
rent regulations is that the process 
is too “bureaucratic, inefficient, 
burdensome and slow,” Chao said. 

“This issue must be addressed 
now, or our country will see eroding 
competitiveness in its agricultural 
sector, crops being left to rot in the 
fields, and increasing shifting of 
domestic food production to over- 
seas,” she said. 

The labor secretary said that the 
changé came at the request of Presi- 
dent George W. Bush, who, after 
the failure last year in Congress of 
a proposal for immigration reform, 
urged government departments 
to revise the procedures for their 
programs affecting immigrants. 
According to official figures, the 
agricultural labor force rises to 1.2 
million workers in July, the month 
in which there is the most work, 
but farmers only hire some 75,000 
people through the H-2A program. 

“The H-2A program is legal- 
izing fewer than 10 percent of 
eligible workers. And that is sim- 
ply not acceptable,” Conner said. 


for some time, something that the 
government had been wanting to re- 
solve without endangering national 
security. He said that the current 
program is so “unfriendly” for 
employers that they don’t adhere to 
the rules for legally hiring workers 
during harvest season. 

“Unfortunately, those farmers 
who do participate in the program 
and comply with all the require- 
ments face the problem of not be- 
ing able to count on the workers in 
time due to bureaucratic delays,” 
Conner said. 

The current regulations are that 
the authorities have to authorize the 
visas within 15 days, something 
which virtually never happens, 
Chao said. Therefore, the govern- 
ment is proposing the elimination 
of duplications in the application 
process such that farmers can send 
their requests directly to the Labor 
Department and will not have to 
also go through the state agencies. 
In addition, the new proposal will 
improve the process of labor certifi- 
cation by demanding that employers 
testify that they are fulfilling all the 
program’s requirements. 

* The Labor Department will 
monitor the program and impose 
sanctions and fines of up to $100,000, 


U.S. to streamline visas for temporary farm workers 


and even revoke the certificates, if 
it detects irregularities. The reform 
will also include a revision of the 
methodology for calculating wages 
to better adjust them to the current 
economic situation. 

The government, which will 
increase the charge for the visas, is 


also proposing extending from 10 
to 30 days the period that temporary 
workers can remain in the United 
States after their visas expire. In ad- 
dition, the new proposal will reduce 
from six to three months the time 
that immigrants must wait outside 
the United States before they can 
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enter the country again. 

The government predicts that 
the reform will be approved in either 
July or August and that it could enter 
into force in time for the next crop 
season.

Las FARC tienen en su poder, 
según el Gobierno colombiano, a 
más de 700 personas y están dis- 
puestas a canjear a 44 de ellas por 
medio millar de guerrilleros presos, 
mediante un acuerdo humanitario 
con las autoridades.

En Costa Rica, donde se calcula 
que viven unos 40,000 colombianos, 
muchos de ellos refugiados que 
salieron de su país por el conflicto 
armado, mas de mil personas se 
manifestaron en el centro de San 
José y rezaron una oración por 
la paz en su país. Más de medio 
centenar de personas se concentró 
en la capital mexicana y en Monte- 
rrey para expresar su apoyo a las 
manifestaciones y dar lectura a dos 
manifiestos: uno contra las FARC y 
el segundo demandando la puesta en 
libertad de los rehenes.

“Lo que me cuesta 
trabajo, es la actuación ‘Swan Lake’ 
tiene un estilo y la interpretación, 
es sumamente importante para que 
el público entienda lo que estás 
haciendo. En mi caso, no son los 
pasos técnicos los que me cuestan, 
es la interpretación”. 

La dificultad entre la parte 
técnica (los pasos) y la parte in- 
terpretativa (caracterización de los 
personajes al bailar) a la que los 
“príncipes” se refieren, la explica 
Mykel diciendo: “El bailarín tiene 
que actuar y a la vez hacer los pasos 
técnicos. Llevar las dos cosas a la 
vez, es muy difícil”. 

Máximo agrega: “La dificultad 
es que si tú tienes mucha técnica y 
sabes hacer piruetas pero no puedes 
actuar, es un problema, y si eres 
un actor, pero no puedes hacer los 
pasos de ballet es otro problema. 
Yo creo que lo bueno es encontrar 
el balance entre la técnica y el arte; 
cuando un artista lo logra, es su- 
premo: técnicamente es fuerte, pero 
al mismo tiempo puede expresar sus 
emociones al publico”. 

Originario de Argentina, Ca- 
lifano ha bailado ocho años en la 
compañía está muy contento de 
volver a bailar el ballet que bailó en 
Buenos Aires. “Es uno de los más 
importantes del repertorio clásico”, 
agrega “los escenarios y los trajes 
son muy bonitos y tendremos la 
orquesta sinfónica de San José”. De 
su técnica dice: “Mi fuerte, como

bailarín es que puedo hacer muchos 
personajes; ejecutar los pasos de 
un ballet clásico, en un ballet y 
en la próxima producción, ser un 
mounstruo terrible. Me gusta tam- 
bién mucho bailar en pareja, y los 
roles de carácter porque requieren 
mucha interpretación. En “Swan 
Lake”, Máximo va a bailar varias 
partes, entre ellas la danza española. 
“Voy a tener que demostrar lo que 
es el sabor, la energía y el fuego de 
España”, agrega riéndose. 

Manuel Barriga, que comenzó 
a trabajar con la compañía esta 
temporada. Nació en Holanda 
pero creció y se educó en Madrid, 
donde su entrenamiento fue en ba- 
llet clásico. “La técnica europea es 
diferente”, dice “aunque depende 
del profesor”. Las diferentes partes 
que va a bailar en “Swan Lake” no 
le intimidan. 

“A mí me da igual”, dice “prac- 
tico todo lo que sea porque con- 
sidero que mi fuerte es que tengo 
una gran pasión por lo que estoy 
haciendo”. 

¿A qué atribuyen ellos la 


gran popularidad del “Lago de 


los Cisnes”? 
“De acuerdo a Maykel, la razón 
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es porque el ballet clásico, en cuatro 
actos, permite al público apreciar el 
estilo, el vestuario, y la escenografía 
de los ballets de 1877, cuando la 
obra, con música de Peter Ilych 
Tchaikowsky, debutó bailada por 
el Ballet Bolshoi en su teatro en 
Moscow”. Manuel agrega: “Yo 
creo que la popularidad del ballet 
es porque cuenta una historia que 
tiene drama, intriga, tragedia, amor 
y magia. Emocionalmente, la gente 
se va a identificar con el ballet”. 
¿Tienen algo que agregar? 
“Yo creo que nuestra comuni- 
dad, necesita ver “Swan Lake””, dice 
Rudy. “Cuando vean a 50 bailarines 


bailando danzas rusas, napolitanas y 
españolas les va a gustar”. Máximo 
le corrige, “Va a fascinarles”, dice 
“porque la historia es real pero irreal 
al mismo tiempo. Son muy pocas tas 
compañías en el mundo que pueden 
presentarlo, porque producirlo es 
muy costoso, pero esta vez está 
aquí, en San José. Yo quiero invitar 
a todos a que vengan a verlo”. 

Ramón agrega “Si nunca han 
visto a una mujer convertirse en 
un cisne, tienen que ver ‘Swan 
Lake".
